RECEIVED 

If  the  ground  is  not  ready  when  the  plants 
reach  you,  an  easy  way  to  keep  their  full  vigor 
ready  for  planting  is  as  follows : Carefully  sepa- 
rate the  varieties — take  each  variety,  a bunch  at 
a time,  cut  the  strings,  and  spread  the  plants  in  a 
thin  row  along  one  side  of  a shallow  furrow. 
Then  cover  the  roots  firmly  with  soil,  not  higher 
than  the  crown.  If  ground  is  dry,  water  the  roots 
only.  They  will  keep  in  good  condition  for  8 to 
10  days.  When  transplanting  to  the  field,  be  care- 
ful not  to  mix  the  varieties. 

When  trees  are  received  never  allow  them  to 
remain  at  the  express  office  or  depot  over  night. 
Unpack  them  (unless  they  are  frozen  in  which 
case  allow  them  to  thaw  out  slowly  in  a cool 
cellar),  shake  out  the  packing  material,  dip  the  roots 
in  a thin  mud,  and  either  ‘‘heel  them  in’’  or  plant  at 
once.  To  “heel  them  in’’  have  a trench  dug  deep 
enough  to  receive  the  roots  of  the  trees  and  cover 
with  earth,  shaking  well  around  the  roots  so  no  air 
remains  around  them  to  dry  them  out.  This  is  done 
just  to  keep  the  trees  in  good  condition  until  a suit- 
able time  to  set  them  out. 

They  are  dipped  in  mud  so  as  to  moisten  every 
part — the  mud  clings  to  the  roots  better  than  just 
water.  This  serves  the  same  purpose  for  trees  as 
putting  flowers  in  water  does  for  them. 

Before  planting  all  bruised  and  torn  roots  should 
be  trimmed  off  with  a sharp  knife.  It  may  also  be 
well  to  trim  out  some  of  the  crowding  roots.

WATERING  NEWLY-PLANTED  STOCK — A good  soaking  once  or  twice  a week  if 
the  ground  is  dry  should  be  resorted  to.  A mulch  of  long  manure,  grass  clippings  or  straw 
helps  to  retain  this  moisture  and  should  be  provided  if  possible. 

LABELS — Labels  should  be  removed.  The  wires  will  cut  and  damage  the  limbs. 

CULTIVATION — Ten  days,  after  the  trees  have  been  planted  work  around  it  to  keep  the 
« soil  loose;  do  this  about  every  two  weeks  during  May,  June,  July  and  August. 

These  planting  directions  apply  to  all  kinds  of  nursery  stock.  When  planting!  evergreens, 
however,  prune  the  roots  only. 

TRI1CMING  SHRUBBERY — Newly  planted  shrubbery  should  be  cut  back  severely;  from 
one-third  to  one-half  of  the  top  should  be  removed.  If  the  planting  is  done  in  the  Fall  it  is 
usually  best  to  defer  this  trimming  until  early  the  following  Spring.

CARE  OF  STOCK  ON  ARRIVAL — All  stock  should  be  planted  immediately  on  arrival ; 
but  if  not  convenient  to  do  so,  open  bundle  and  heel  roots  in  the  ground,  covering  them 
theroughly. 

PLANT  WHEN  THE  SOIL  IS  REASONABLY  DRY— In  such  condition  as  you  would 

when  planting  corn  or  potatoes. 

PRUNING — Roots  are  sometimes  bruised  in  digging.  For  best  results  it  is  imperative 
that  you  trim  about  one-fifth  of  the  root,  making  a nice  smooth  cut,  thus  removing  all  bruised 
ends.  Cut  back  one-half  of  the  limb  growth. 

PLANTING— Dig  the  holes  deep  enough  so  the  trees  will  be  set  one  inch  deeper  than  they 
were  in  the  nursery  row,  and  wide  enough  to  admit  the  roots  of  the  trees  to  spread  out  in 
their  natural  position.  Having  dug  the  hole  as  directed,  let  one  person  hold  the  tree  upright 
and  the  other  shovel  in  the  earth;  fill  the  hole  about  one-fourth  with  the  rich  dirt,  pack  it 
solidly,  then  put  in  one  pail  of  water,  now  fill  the  hole  two  thirds  with  dirt,  pack  firmly,  then 
fill  up  the  balance  of  the  hole  and  pack  well.
